Guy  Doud,  teacher,  author, 
and  acclaimed  speaker,  gave  the 
keynote  address  at  Founder's  Day 
Convocation  in  Herrick  chapel 
October  30.  He  openly  shared  with 
students  and  faculty  the  tremendous 
impact  teachers  had  on  his  life, 
transforming  him  from  an 
unmotivated  boy  into  an  inspired 
man,  reaching  goals  he  neverthought 
he  could  attain. 

Believing  that  he  is  more 
than  a  teacher,  Doud  keeps  a  close 
watch  on  his  students  making  sure 


they  are  doing  well  not  just  in  their 
studies,  but  in  other  areas  of  life.  He 
has  a  sincere  dedication  to  the 
spiritual  well-being  of  each  of  his 
students,  using  every  opportunity  he 
has  to  minister  to  them  the  love  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

"I  have  a  personal  belief 
that  every  one  of  them  is  an 
individual,"  exclaimed  Doud,  "and 
every  one  of  them  is  an  individual," 
exclaimed  Doud,  "and  every  one  of 
them  has  a  soul  and  an  eternal 
destiny." 

Doud,  an  english  and 
speech  teacher  at  Brainerd  (Minn.)
